War Board's Order Reduces Circulation 

. Of All Weekly Newspapers 



WAR INDUSTRIES BOARD REQUIRES WEEKLY PAPERS 
TO CUT CIRCUATIONS 15 PER CENT SEPT. 15. 



Washington, Aug. 24. — The order 
reducing the amount of print paper 
that may be used by weekly news- 
papers by 15 per cent has been pre- 
pared by the pulp and pnper section 
of the war industries board, and will 
be effective September 15. 

Publishers of weekly newspapers 
must arrange for a reduction of 15 
per cent in their circulation begin- 
ning with September 15, in order to 
meet the requirements of the war 
industries board. The method of 
making such reductions will be 
largely left to each publisher, who 
will work out the details of the prob- 
lem for his own paper. At the meet- 
ing of the country weekly publishers 
held in Chicago and called by Guy 



that month, nnd it is expected that 
this amount will lie 15 per cent less 
than that used during the same 
month of the previous year. 

Publishers who have stock on 
hand will not be allowed to use it 
in larger ratio than those who must 
buy from month to month. 

Failure to make accurate reports, 
or failure to make reductions will 
result in either mills or jobbers being 
required to shut off the supply of 
pnper to the offending publisher. 

It is not exjiected at this time 
that any further reductions in the 
use of print paper will be made, but 
the war industries board has made 
it clear that should the fuel prob- 
lem become worse, further reduc-

Publishers of weekly newspapers 
will be supplied by the war indus- 
tries board with blanks for the pur- 
pose of reporting the amount of pn- 
per used by them <?aeh month from 
Se ptember 1, 1017, to September 1. 
1!US. The statements made by the 
publishers will be in the form oi 
■won affidavits and each month for 
the next 12 they will be required to 
make a sworn statement showing the 
amount of paper consumed during 



each paper, and for that reason it is 
very important that while each pub- 
lisher should make the required re- 
duction that is now asked, he should 
not, for his own protection, m.ihe 
more than the required reduction. 

It is conceded on the part of gov- 
ernment officials that the eight page 
paper is the practical minimum for 
size, and papers should not reduce 
below this in the "effort to save on 
inpcr consumption. The saving 
should be mnde by cutting off every 
particle of unprofitable circulation. 
Cut off the deadheads, the people | 
who do not pay in advance, nnd set | 
the subscription price at n point | 
where, even with a less number of 
subscribers, there will be a greater 
revenue. 

Every weekly newspaper publish 
must be prepared to swear to the 
mount of paper he used during the 
past 12 months, by months, and then 
■ must figure a monthly reductioi 
from these figures of only 15 per 
cent.

NEW DRAFT 

BILL PASSES 

18 to 45 to Be New Age Limit-No 
Deferred Classes for Youths. 
Vote Stood 336 to 2 

The new Manpower Bill extending 
the selective draft to all men be- 
tween the a^res of 18 nnd 45 years 
was passed by the House Saturday 
with only minor changes in the orig- 
inal draft of the War Department. 

On the first roll coll only two neg- 
ative votes were cast by Represen- 
tative London, of New York, the 
socialist, nnd Representative Gordon, 
of Ohio, Democrat. The final vote 
was announced as 330 to 2. 

The final vote was preceded by 
three day's debate, during which the 
chief contention was an amendment 
to defer the calling of youths from 
18 to 20 years until older men had 
been summoned. A final effort was 
made by Chairman Dent to place the 
eighteen-year-old boys in a deferred 
class, but a motion to re-commit the 
bill to the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee with instructions to incorporate 
that amendment was lost 101 to 14(5. 

The bill now goes to the Senate, 
where leaders predict its passage 
early this week. The Senate plans to 
substitute the House bill for the 
incisure favorably reported by the 
Military Committee of that body nnd 
thus expedite its final enactment. 
Congressional leaders hope to send 
the measure to the President by the 
latter part of the week. 

An attempt in the House to insert 
a work or fight amendment by which 
those exempted for military service 
on occupational grounds would be 
required to remain nt their civil 
tasks, failed, 52 to 91. The amend- 
ment was declared against strikes 
and which characterized by officials 
of the American Federation of Labor 
a- a conscription ol' labor. 

The House reversed its action Fri- 
day in voting to include members of 
Congress in the draft. By a rising 
vote, 8!l to 143 it defeated an amend- 
ment by Representative Gregg of 
Texas, which would make members 
of Congress, State Legislatures and 
Federal and State executive officers 
liable to draft. 

An amendment by Representative 
Smith of New York, to exempt police 
officers in cities of more than 500,- 
000 population and designed to re- 
lieve the situation in New York, 
where a shortage of police officers 
is said to be threatened was de- 
feated. 

An amendment by Representative, 
Threadway of Massachusetts, which 
was adopted provides for the ap- 
pointment of special examiners in 
local conscription districts for the

NEW DRAFT TO AFFECT 

250.000 KENTUCKIANS 

The first enll for Kentucky selec- 
tives under the provisions of the Ad- 
ministration's man power bill, ex- 
tending the draft ages, will be is- 
sued probably the latter part of 
November, Mu.j. Henry F. Rhodes, 
head of the selective service in Ken- 
tucky said: 

If the bill passes, as urged by the 
Administration — extending the nges 
from 18 to 45 years— Maj. Rhodes 
estimates that between 240.000 and 
250,000 men will be affected in Ken- 
tucky. Of this number, he said, 75,-1 
000 or 80,000 men will pass the phy- j 
sical examination and be ready for a 
call to the colors. 

With the extension of the draft 
ages, he said, there is little probab- 
ility of deterred classes being called 
at all. Youths who have nttained 
their twenty-first birthday since 
June 5 last will be called into service 
th< latter part of September or the 
first of October.

AN ORDINANCE 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
Board of Council of the City of Mt. 
Sterling, Ky., that in addition to the 
duties as now prescribed by law for 
the City Engineer, he shall in addi- 
tion thereto be empowered, and he 
is hereby empowered, to take any 
necessary proceedings by way ot 
either civil or penal process, for the 
removal or condemnation of unsafe, 
walls or buildings, signs, uwnings or 
other obstructions, or coiii|H-Iliiiu 
such unsafe places to be planked oil 
or railed oif or otherwise protect 
the traveling public, and, after giv- 
ing at least three days' notice to an> | 
person, firm or corporation to re- 
move any such unsafe wull, building, 
sign, awning or other obstruction, or 
to plunk off or to protect the |>er- 
son, firm or oor[»orutiou so notified 
and failing to act as required by the 
City Engineer, shall be deemed guilt \ 
of u misdeuieunor, and upon urrcat 
and coiivictioa be fined not less than 
$10 fur each offense, and each duy 
suid nuisunce is allowed bhull be 
deemed a separate offense. 

And, it shall be the duty of said 
City Engineer, as well as the Chiet 
of Police upon notice by said City 
Eugiueer, or either of them, to swear 
out warrants for the enforcement of 
this ordinance. No additional com- 
pensation for such service shall he 

ullow cd the en^i icer. 

This ordinance shull take- cffccl 

from and after its passage as re- 
quired by law. 



Packers' Profits 
Are Regulated 

The public should understand that 
the profits of the packers have been 
limited by the Food Administration 
since November 1, 1917. For this pur- 
pose, the business of Swift & Company 
is now divided into three classes: 

Class 1 includes such products as beef, 
pork, mutton, oleomargarine and 
others that are essentially animal 
products. Profits are limited to 9 
per cent of the capital employed in 
these departments, (including sur- 
plus and borrowed money), or not 
to exceed two and • half cents on 
each dollar of sales. 

Class 2 includes the soap, glue, 

fertilizer, and other departments 
more or less associated with the 
meat business. Many of these de- 
partments are in competition with 
outside businesses whose profits 
are not limited. Profits in this class 
are restricted to IS per cent of the 
capital employed. 

Class 3 includes outside investments, 
such as those in stock yards, and 
the operation of packing plants in 
foreign countries. Profits in this 
uasa lire noi iimuea. 

Total profits for all departments 
together in 1918 will probably be 
between three and four per cent on 

The restrictions absolutely guar- 
antee a reasonable relation between 
live stock prices and wholesale meat 
prices, because the packer's profit can- 
not possibly average more than m 
fraction of a cent per pound of product 

Since the profits on meat ( Class 1) 
are running only about 2 cents on each 
dollar of sales, we have to depend on 
the profits from soap, glue, fertilizer 
(Class 2, also limited) and other depart- 
ments, (Class 3) to obtain reasonable 
earnings on capital

FRUITS OF VICTORY 

The Germans hnve twice lost the 
war at the Manie, as our leading 
journalistic military critic points out. 
| In 1914 they "lost the chance to win 
j the war in the first campaign." In 
11018 they "lost the chance to win 
I the war in any campaign; that is, to 
jwin it by a decisive military tri- 
| umph." Thus Frank EL fcimonds, in 
the New York Tribune, summarized 
the situation after the smashing op- 
erations which wiped out the Mnrne 
snlient and won for General Foch the 
title of Marshal of France. With the 
retaking of Soissons and the clear- 
ing of all the ground south of the 
Vesle, remarks the Brooklyn Eagle, 
"the Allied victory was made as 
complete and conclusive as was the 
first battle of the Mnrne of which 
it is in many respects an amazing 
repetition." As a result of what 
Premier Lloyd George characterizes 
as "the most brilliant counter-troke 
in the annals of the war," the im- 
mediate aspect of the conflict has 
been changed as if by magic. Ger- 
man initiative on all sectors, for the 
present at Ica-I, seems to have been 
paralyzed. "The German mind, as 
well as the German armies, is now 
on the defensive," remarks the Bal- 
timore Sun. "The Marne defeat has 
produced unspeakable scenes of des- 
pair in Berlin," admits the Berliner 
Tageblatt, one of the principal news- 
papers of Germany, which adds: 
"Such outbreaks of utter discourage- 
ment and downhearteiliiiss Mm be- 
fore were witnessed." The second 
battle of the Maine "has chained 
the whole intellectual as well as mil- 
itary aspect ot the war," notes the 
Washington Herald, which goes on 
to say: 

"The Foch counter-offensive has 
thrust the probe deeply into German 
phychology, anil what do we 1'indT 
A nation which is Hearing the end of 
its rope. A militury machine which 
is magnificently organized aud iu 
perfect running order, but which 
lacks fuel — lucks fuel because the 
supply has practically ran out. A 
people so desperately morbid that iu 
sluvr defense against themselves 
they thrust bliudly to the Pun-Ger- 
mans and the junkers to lead them 
to that victory which they have been 
schooled for generations to believe ia 
tb«rs by divioe right." 

Of the effect of this Mama vic- 
tory on the Allied world the same 
paper aay«: 

"We ean speak of German defeat 



won, so far as the West front is 
concerned, by superior numerical 
forces and by n willingness to spend 
human blood ns no other nation 
would dream of doing. Now that 
numerical superority has passed, 
practically, and we find that his 
sword is not a bit of finely temper- 
ed steel, but is very second-rate

Bishop Denny will be one of the 
principal speakers. A lending lay- 
man will discuss "Can We Put It 
Over," nnd a stereopticon lecture 
will show the needs of the mission 
fields. 

This year's nnnunl conference 
session promises to be one of the. 
most interesting nnd important in 
the history of the organization, nnd 
while the Centenary Movement is al- 
ready well known to the members of 
the conference, great interest will be 
aroused by the coming of these 
specialists who are highly trained in 
missionary activities. 

The Centenary Movement includes 
n world program based on a careful 
survey of need and opportunity, and 
a vigorous campaign will be made to 
release the prayer power of the 
church by enrolling tens of thous- 
ands in the "Fellowship of Interces- 
sion" and training them ns prayer 
helpers. The program also includes 
a "Stewardship Drive" to secure en- 
rollment of millions of Methodists 
who will acknowledge their steward- 
ship by the payment of the tithe. 

During the next five years of the 
Centenary celebration there will be 
an enrnest appeal made for life ser- 
vice, and strenuous efforts will be 
made to recruit a large number of 
new workers for the ministry, home 
nnd foreign missions, and for ser- 
vice in the local church. 

In the next five years, the South- 
ern Methodists expect to raise $35,- 
000,000 to be applied to war work, 
home and foreign missions, and 
church extension.

The Students' Army Training 
Corps is the name given to the mili- 
tary organization to be perfected in 
the colleges this fall. 

All able-bodied students in the col- 
lege where a corps is organized may 
enroll or enlist. The enlisted stu- 
dent does not receive pay, because 
lie is on inactive sorviee. lie is, how- 
ever, in the military service of the 
United States. He mny attend camp 
for six weeks during the summer, 
when he receives pay. 

His relation to the draft : 

The member of the Students' Army 
Training Corps is a volunteer in mil- 
itary service. He will, however, reg- 
ister when he reaches the age and 
upon notice by the President. The 
draft board will not call him for in- 
duction as long ns he remains a 
member of the Students' Army Train- 
ing Corps. 

Not an exemption plan: 

This is not a plan for the exemp- 
tion of college students. The pur- 
p«M of the plan is to provide for 
the very important needs of the army 
for highly trained men as officers, 
engineers, chemists, doctors, ad- 
ministrators. The plan is an attempt 



to mobolizc nnd develop the brain 
power of the young men of the coun- 
try for those services which demand 
special training. 

The presumption is that, for the 
next year, the largest proportion of 
the student body reaching ugc will 
be used to supply the officers nee«ie,l 
for the army! It is understood that 
at least four or five times as many 
officers will be required as the total 
number who will be graduated from 
nil American Colleges nnd Unyersi- 
ties. Enlistment in the S. A. T. C, 
therefore, while it does not promise 
an Officer's Commission, is at the 
present th. plainest road leading ^ 
that direction. Enlistment may be 
cancelled by withdrawal from college. 

Opportunity will bo given for the 
enlisted student who so elects, to 
transfer from army to navy or to be 
assigned to active service in one of 
the various special corps. 

Regular uniforms, including hnts, 
shoes and overcoats, will be furnish- 
ed free to all members of the S. A. 
T. C, by the government. Officer 
instructors and military equipment 
will he provided by the War Depart- 
ment.
